When “the despicable little British 
army” three years ago flung: itself in- 
to the breach and barred the road to 
Calais, it was.inspired not by a’ rea- 
soned. hope of ' defeating overwhelm- 
ingly the. German army; not: by any 
thought of conquest, but -by those 
highest of all human ~ aspirations— 
In. glorious 
fulfilment. of ‘those.: aspirations © the 
majority. of that “despicable little 
army” now lie-in soldicrs’ graves, In 
the cause millions of our manhood 
have freely offered their lives, 

The gallant Belgian handful’. that 
saved the day by holding the German 
armies at -Liege; the magnificent 
troops of France that forever shat- 
tered at the battle of the Marne the 
kaiser’s .dream’ of a Prussianized 
Europe; the Serbs who- contested

If there is no marked reduction as 
a result of our voluntary food-econ- 
omy campaign, the nation must “be 
put on compulsory rations. The dis- 
advantages of this you know. better 
than I, but you also know that’ we 
are all faced with a shortage of the 
world’s supply of cereals, meats, fats 
and sugar. For all these the allies 
in Europe are largely dependent upon 
the American people. Unless. there 
is real ‘self-sacrifice, real co-operation 
in the common campaign for conscr- 
vation and increased roduction of 


food; then food will not win the war.|

diers from Italian churches. 

Bullets of solid gold, too, have been 
used with deadly cffect. It is “said 
that thousands of lives have been tak- 
en by. them in the Mexican wars, and 
the favorite bullet of \the Kashmir 
warrior was for Jong a_parnet — en- 
closed in lead, whicli he regarded as 
a certain messenger of death! 

There are, indeed, few.’ materials 
from which bullets have not. been 
fashioned, from iron and «aluminum 
to copper and brass. | They. have 
been steeped in deadly poisons, filled 
with. explosives and acids, and have 
been made -heaVy with mercury. In

Revealed by Boche’s Letter

As Leke is'in the zone of’ fire, 
and was shelled no later than yester- 
day, this is another case in which we 
cannot understand the action of the 
authorities, If this isn’t-taken by way 
of reprisal, then it-is a shameful deed, 
on the part of Germany, which can4 
not be surpassed even in imagina- 
tion, The civilian population of Leke 
was evacuated three or four weeks 
ago, and now women and children 
are compelled to work at the con- 
crete dugouts of the village. pet 
“It is a shame that such steps 
should be taken, whether there is 
reason for it or not. I_am_ sure of 
the facts which I state, for it is my 
duty to.take a gang of forty-seven 


women to Leke every ‘morning and! 


bring themback in the -evening.” 
An illustration of the German dis- 
regard for. the laws of war and hu- 
manity can. be found: in an incident 
which occurred the other night near 
Houtholst Forest. ° The British heard 


cries of “Stretcher. bearers!” from 
No Man’s Land. It naturally was 
assumed that a wounded man “was 


calling for help, and Red Cross bear- 
ers rushed out through the darkness 
to render assistance. They were 
shot down by German snipers, who 
used this ruse toentice them Jnto the 
open. 

There have been. many other cases 
recently in * which German snipers 


have shot down Red Cross workers 
deliberately, despite the fact that 
German Red Cross. workers - have 


been- permitted to work unmolested. 


The First. Contingent 
Survivors of First Contingent Who 
Have Done Their Part Nobly 


Mr.-Stewart:Lyon’s suggestion that 
leave should be granted to the sur- 
vivors of the first contingent to re- 
turn to Canada is one that will meet 
with a sympathetic response from 
the public at large.

“Tt was our first air experience at 
close. quarters,’ Senator Kenyon-told 
the Associated Press, “and we -wel- 
comed it in the sense that it nerved 
tts for our. coming. visit to the tren- 
ches in’France and Belgium. The 
thing that impressed me most was 
the fortitude of the English -people. 
Their coolness. was nothing short ‘of 
marvelous, 
men. especially excited my admira- 
tion. If the purpose of the Germans 
is to break the nerve of the English 
people, what Ihave just secn con- 
vinces me that they have failed-ut- 
terly. 

“While we stood catching cold and 
watching the bombardment, I was 
wondering how our people would be- 
have under. similar circumstances, I 
turned to -Kendrick. and» remarked 
that if the-people of the — United 
States displayed the same iron nerve, 
which I'am confident they would, the 
allied cause is in no. danger.”

The rule is one of a large number 
which are now. being completed: for 
the guidance: of’ the food - dealers 
who (will) now» be. placed’ -under 
license by the foad administration. 

It provides that no dealer in cer- 
tain specified commodities shall, sell 
“at more than a reasonable advance 
oversshe actual purchase -price of 
the particular goods: ‘sold, without 
regard to the market or replacement 
value at the time of such sale.” 

The commodities covered by the 
rule include’ beef; pork and mutton, 
syrups and molasses, cleaned rice and 
rice flour, ‘dleomargarine, lard and 
lard. substitutes, oleo ~ oil, . cooking 
fats, condensed \mil and various 
canned. goods and dried fruits. 


Wholesale dealers in refined sugar! 


are forbidden by a ‘similar rule to

We 
went from the battery to a first line 
trench, It was slow work down 
miles-and miles of camouflage road 
to the communicating trench, and all 
along the. line we were stopped by 
kindly Frenchmen who wanted us to 
see how. their dugouts were. decorat- 
ed or the nature of their dining room 
or the first aid dressing: station or 
any little detail of the» war with 
which they were directly. concerned.

After’ a careful study of available 
statistical matter, a Winnipeg news- 
paper estimates that the cash returns 
which will be’ received by the farm- 
ers of Manitoba this year for their 
crop and produce will be -between 
sixty-five and seventy-five ' ‘millions 
greater than last year’s, The largest 
inctease is in the wheat crop, which 
in 1916 is :estimated to have ‘yielded 
$46,722,588, while a conservative esti- 
mate for the present year, shows that 
the wheat crop in Manitoba sliould 
yield .$199,239,760, or ncarly $153,000; 
000 more than in 1916, ‘The: latter 
estimate is based upon the price of 
2.05 per bushel, which in view of 
the fact that the wheat is grading 
high, seems a very fair basis for ‘an 
estimate, The acreage in wheat this 
year is not so great as in 1916, but 
the average yield per acre is almost 
seven bushels more. 


While the oat crop {s not so goéd 
this year-as in 1916, (the. estimated 
yield being lower despite an increas- 
ed acreage, the increased price will 
make the value of the oat crop. ex- 
ceed last year’s by more than five 
million dollars.

Prohibition in Seattle 


Happy Results-of the Adoption of a 
Strict Policy 


Prohibition does prohibit when the 
authorities in’ the state make a seri- 
ous business of enforcing the law. 
Seattle’s experience’ in connection 
with the adoption’ of ‘prohibition has 
been so favorable-that one of its daily 
papers, the Chronicle, which opposed 
the proposal to make the state dry, 
is very empnalically, proclaiming the 
happy results of the adoption of a 
policy whieh i it opposed. It is quot- 
cd.as- saying: ' 4 

“This paper is, ready at ten sec- 
onds notice to fight its best against 
any serious effort to repeal or cripple 
the proliibition law. Fof four months 
now Seattle has honestly tricd prohi- 
bition; and it has prohibited. Not 
perfectly, but better. than speed laws 
prohibit fast driving, or larceny laws 
prohibit theft.” 

Police records for the correspond: 
ing months of 1915 and 1916 shows 
as follows: January 1 till May 1, 1915 
—drunks, 501; vagrants, 441; disotd- 
erly, 246; January: 1 till May 1, 1916 
—drunks, 159; vagrants 128; disorder- 
ly, 89. The county jail has 100 cells 
to let that-had tenants a year ago, 
and the Poor Farm’ has lost one- 


fourtli of its boarders. 


“Add to this that unemployment is 
less, destitution ‘is less; poverty is 
Iess than twelve months ago; divor- 
ces are fewer; collections are better; 
dives have closed;- white slaves are 
not. to be found; burglaries and hold- 
ups have dwindled; the panhandler 
has vanished; grocers, clothing mer- 
chants, and’ shoe dealers report gains 
in. business, ranging from five to 
thirty-five per cent.; new _ business 
blocks are built; the banks hold mil- 
lions more in deposits than they held 
last year; and hotel men who at that 
time were near panic over the com- 
ing of the new Jaw are wearing 
smiles as they {urn surplus guests 
away.”—Presbyterian. +

Such -a 
loaf would have the advantages of 
the bread card system without - any 
of its disagrecable features, Mr. 
Hoover himself is making war bread 
experiments in Philadelphia, and var- 
ious state food administrators, among 
them the head of the movement ‘in 
Montana, have taken it up indepen- 
dently, - 

‘ The American war loaf will-be real, 
palatable food. No one need worry 
on that score. It will not “be’ the 
black bread of Russia, nor will it 
contain chopped straw or chalk, aft- 
er the. manner of the German and 
Austrian masterpieces. of malnutri- 
tion. On the other hand, it will not 
be the’ snowy white bread that Amer- 
icans have fooled themselves into be- 
lieving is the paragon of all foods.

Sa of corn, Corn bread has failed 
to gain wide popularity chiefly be- 
cause so few people know: how to 
make it prope ly, Another anti-corn 
bread factor is The system of market- 
ing that makes corn meal cost more 
than white flour, which is all wrong. 
There is nothing~ to indicate that 
people will not cat corn-meal if they 
get it as an ingredient of -a  well- 
baked loaf sold at a reasonable price, 

When common sense gets in its 
work, the glaring faults of our pres- 
gut bread regime will. ‘be apparent 
to everyone, There is no common 
sense in a pound. of bread costing 
more here than it docs in London. 
There is no common sense in stub- 
born insistence on bread made only 
of bleached white flour, or.in.a sys- 
tem whereby a 10c loaf weighs twice 
as much in cne cily as in 
nor in the ouilandish profits that the 
ordinary run of bakers are at present 
extracting “from-a_ brow-beaten pub- 
lic, War bread will teach us all some 
sadly needed lessons in economy and 
the science of eating weill._—Spokane 
Spokesman-Review.
